3. Probation. — Every person appointed to any of the categories shall , 
from the date on which he joins duty , be on probation 

(i) if recruited by transfer from any other service, for a 

total period of two years on duty within a continuous 

period of three years, and 
( ii ) if appointed by promotion , for a total period of one year 

on duty within a continuous period of two years. 
4. Tests. - A probationer in any of the categories shall , during the 
period of probation , pass the Account Test for the Executive Officers 
of Kerala if he has not previously passed the test or the Account Test 
(Lower) or the Account Test for Subordinate Officers , Part- I of 
Madras. 

5. Postings and Transfers. - Postings and Transfers of persons holding 
the posts mentioned in Categories 2 and 3 shall bemade by the Labour 
Commissioner .

ORDER 
" At present charge allowance of a non -gazetted Officer for his 
holding additional charge of a Gazetted post under the rules in K.S.R. 
53 , Part I, is being authorised by this office based on the sanction of 
competent authorities, in the same way a: pay and allowances of a 
Gazetted Officer is concerned . This practice has since been reviewed 
in the light of the procedure followed in some of the Audit and Account 
Offices of other States . It has since been decided that no authorisation 
from this office is necessary in cases of additional charge arrangements 
from 1-4-1963 onwards as holding of additional charge of a gazetted 
post does not alter the status of a non -gazetted Oficer to that of a 
Gazetted Officer. 

According to the changed procedure now decided upon , the addi. 
tional charge allowance will have to be drawn and paid by the Head of 
Office in the same manner as his regular pay and allowance are drawn. 
The Drawing Officer should however satisfy himself that there is pro 
per sanction of the competent authority for the additional charge 
arrangements and that the officer has actually held the additional charge 
of the post during the period for which the charge allowance is drawn 
and also that the rate of allowance sanctioned and drawn is as per rules, 
etc. The charge allowance thus drawn may be continued to be debited 
to the same head of account to which the pay of the non -gazetted 
Officer is debited . 

In the case of a non -gazetted Officer holding additional charge of 
the duties of the Head of an Office, who is a Gazetted Officer and also 
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a drawing and disbursing officer, the procedure adopted for the drawal 
of his normal pay and allowances may be followed for the drawal of 
charge allowance also " . 

Government are pleased to accept the suggestions of the Accountant 
General and they order accordingly .

ACT 
to provide for the establishment of a Corporation for granting medium 

and long term credit by way of refinance or otherwise , for the 
development of agriculture and for other matters connected there 
with or incidental thereto . 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Fourteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows :

PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title , extent and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called 
the Agricultural Refinance Corporation Act, 1963.

11. Term of office and retirement of directors and payment of fees 
to them .- ( 1 ) A nominated director shall hold office during the pleasure 
of the authority nominating him . 

( 2 ) An elected director , other than a director deemed to be elected 
under the first proviso to section 10, shall hold office for four years: 

Provided that an elected director shall continue in office until his 
successor has been elected and shall also be eligible for re -election but 
shall not hold office for more than two consecutive terms. 

( 3 ) A casual vacancy in the office of an elected director shall be 
filled by election and a director so elected shall hold office for the un 
expired portion of the term of his predecessor : 

Provided that no casual vacancy occurring within three months 
of the date of expiry of the normal term of office of an elected director 
need be filled under this sub -section . 

( 4 ) Directors shall be paid such fees and allowances as may be 
prescribed for attending the meetings of the Board or of any of its com 
mittees and for attending to any other work of the Corporation : 

Provided that no fees shall be payable to the Chairman, managing 
director or to any other director who is an officer of the Government or 
of the Reserve Bank . 
12. Disqualifications. No person shall be a director who 

(a ) except in the case of the managing director, is a salaried 
official of the Corporation ; or 

( b ) is , or at any time has been , adjudicated insolvent or has 
suspended payment of his debts or has compounded with his creditors; 
or 

(c ) is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a competent 
court; or 

(d ) is or has been convicted of any offence which, in the opinion 
of the Central Government, involves moral turpitude . 
13. Vacation and resignation of office by director8 .- ( 1 ) If a director 

( a ) becomes subject to any of the disqualifications mentioned in 
section 12 ; or 

( b ) is absent without leave of the Board from more than three 

consecutive meetings thereof , 
his seat shall thereupon become vacant. 

( 2 ) Any director elected under clause ( d ), or clause ( e ) or clause 
(1 ) of section 10 may resign his office by giving notice thereof in writing 
to the Board and, on such resignation being accepted, shall be deemed 
to have vacated his office . 
14. Managing director.- ( 1) The managing director shall 

(a ) be a whole-time officer of the Corporation ; 

(b ) perform such duties as the Board may entrust or delegate to 
him ; 
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(c ) hold office for such term not exceeding five years as the 
Reserve Bank may at the time of appointment specify and be eligible 
for re-appointment; and 

(a ) receive such salary and allowances and be governed by such 
terms and conditions of service as the Board , with the previous 
approval of the Reserve Bank, may determine : 

Provided that the first managing director shall receive such salary 
and allowances and be governed by such terms and conditions of 
service as the Reserve Bank may determine. 

( 2 ) The Reserve Bank may at anytime, after consultation with the 
Board, remove the managing director from office. 

15 . Casual vacancies in the office ofmanaging director . - If the manag 
ing director is by infirmity or otherwise rendered incapable of carrying 
out his duties or is absent on leave or otherwise, in circumstances not 
involving the vacation of his appointment, the Reserve Bank may, after 
consultation with the Board , appoint another person to act in his place 
during his absence. 

16. Meetings of Board .- ( 1 ) The Board shall meet at such times and 
places and shall observe such rules of procedure in regard to the trans 
action of business at its meetings as may be prescribed . 

( 2 ) The Chairman, or , if for any reason he is unable to attend any 
meeting, any other director elected by the directors present at the meet 
ing shall preside at the meeting of the Board . 

( 3 ) All questions which come up before any meeting of the Board 
shall be decided by a majority of votes of the members present and 
voting, and, in the event of an equality of votes, the Chairman or, in 
his absence the person presiding , shall have a second or casting vote. 

17. Committees of Corporation .- ( 1) The Board may constitute an 
Executive Committee consisting of such number of directors as may be 
prescribed . 

( 2 ) The Executive Committee shall discharge such fuctions 
may be prescribed or may be delegated to it by the Board. 

( 3 ) The Board may constitute such other committees, whether 
consisting wholly of directors or wholly of other persons or partly of 
directors and partly of other persons as it thinks fit and for such purposes 
as it may decide.

18. Member of Board or Committee thereof not to rote in certain 
cases. - A director of the Board or a member of a committee who has 
any direct or indirect pecuniary interest in any matter coming up for 
consideration at a meeting of the Board or a committee thereof, shall, 
as soon as possible after relevant circumstances have come to his 
knowledge, disclose the nature of his interest at such meeting and the 
disclosure shall be recorded in the minutes of the Board or the com 
mittee, as the case may be, and the director or member shall not take 
any part in any deliberation or decision of the Board or the committee 
with respect to that matter .

24. Power to impose conditions for accommodation . - In entering into 
any transaction under section 22 with an eligible institution , the Cor 
poration may impose such conditions as it may think necessary or expe 
dient for protecting the interests of the Corporation .

(a ) if it appears to the Board that false or misleading informa 
tion in any material particular was given in the application for the 
loan or advance ; or 

(b ) if the eligible institution has failed to comply with any of 
the terms of its contract with the Corporation in the matter of the 
loan or advance; or 

( c ) if there is a reasonable apprehension that the eligible insti 
tution is unable to pay its debts or that proceedings for liquidation 
may be commenced in respect thereof ; or 

( d ) if for any reason it is necessary to do so to protect the in 
terests of the Corporation . 
26. Deposit accounts and investments.-- All moneys belonging to the 
Corporation which may not for the time being be required by it shall 
be invested in promissory notes , stock or securities of the Central Gov 
ernment and all other moneys shall be deposited with the Reserve Bank 
or with any agency of the Reserve Bank or, in consultation with the 
Reserve Bank , with a state co -operative bank or a scheduled bank . 


CHAPTER V 

ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 
27. Preparation of balance -sheet, etc., of Corporation .-- ( 1 ) The 
balance-sheet and accounts of the Corporation shall be prepared and main 
tained in such form and manner as may be prescribed . 

( 2 ) The Board shall cause the books and accounts of the Corpora 
tion to be balanced and closed as on the thirtieth day of June, each 
year. 

28. Disposal of profits.- ( 1 ) The Corporation shall establish a 
reserve fund by transferring such sums as it may deem fit out of its 
net annual profits before declaring a dividend . 

( 2 ) After making provision for bad and doubtful debts , deprecia 
tion of assets and all other matters which are usually provided for by 
bankers, the Corporation may out of its net annual profits declare a 
dividend : 

Provided that for so long as the reserve fund is less than the paid 
up share capital of the Corporation and until there have been repaid 
to the Central Government such sums, if any, as that Government may 
have paid under the guarantee given in pursuance of section 6 or under 
any guarantee given in pursuance of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 20 or 
sub -section ( 2 ) of section 21, the rate of such dividend shall not exceed 
the rate guaranteed by the Central Government under section 6 . 

29. Special deposit.- ( 1 ) For a period of fifteen accounting years 
following the accounting year during which the Corporation is esta 
blished, all dividends accruing on the shares of the Corporation held by 
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the Reserve Bank shall, instead of being paid to that Bank , be held 
by the Corporation as a special deposit in a separate 

account and no 
interest shall be payable on such deposit. 

( 2 ) On the expiry of the perod referred to in sub-section ( 1 ), the 
Corporation shall, if so required by the Reserve Bank , pay to it the 
said special deposit and in case the Reserve Bank does not require 
the same to be paid to it, continue the said special deposit on such 
terms and on such conditions, including payment of interest, and for 
such period as may be mutually agreed upon between the Corporation 
and the Reserve Bank . 

( 3 ) No shareholder of the Corporation other than the Reserve 
Bank shall have any claim to the special deposit referred to in sub 


section ( 1) . 


30. Audit.- ( 1) The affairs of the Corporation shall be audited by an 
auditor duly qualified to act as auditor under sub-section ( 1) of sec 
tion 226 of the Companies Act, 1956 ( 1 of 1956 ), who shall be appointed 
by the Board with the previous approval of the Reserve Bank and shall 
receive such remuneration from the Corporation as the Board may, 
with the approval of the Reserve Bank , fix : 

Provided that the first auditor shall be appointed by the Reserve 
Bank within one month from the establishment of the Corporation on 
such terms and conditions as the Reserve Bank may determine. 

(2 ) The auditor so appointed shall hold office from the conclusion 
of an annual general meeting of the Corporation until the conclusion 
of the next annual general meeting : 

Provided that the first auditor shall hold office until the conclusion 
of the next annual general meeting . 

( 3 ) The auditor shall be supplied with a copy of the annual balance 
sheet of the Corporation and it shall be his duty to examine it together 
with the accoun s and vouchers relating thereto and he shall have a 
list delivered to him of all books kept by the Corporation and shall at all 
reasonable times have access to the books, accounts, vouchers and other 
documents of the Corporation . 

( 4 ) The auditor may, relation to the accounts of the Corpora 
tion, examine any director of the Board or any officer or employee of 
the Corporation, and shall be entitled to require from the officers of 
the Corporation such information and explanation 

as he may 

think 
necessary for the performance of his duties. 

(5 ) The auditor shall make a report to the Corporation upon the 
annual balance-sheet and accounts examined by him and in every such 
report he shall state whether in his opinion the balance-sheet is a full 
and fair balance -sheet containing all necessary particulars and properly 
drawn up so as to exhibit a true and fair view of the state of affairs 
of the Corporation and in case he had called for any explanation or 
information from the Board, whether it has been given and whether 
it is satisfactory. 

(6 ) Without prejudice to anything contained in the preceding sub 
sections, the Central Government may at any time appoint the Comp 
troller and Auditor-General of India to examine and report upon the 
accounts of the Corporation , and any expenditure incurred by him in 
connection with such examination and report shall be payable by the 
Corporation to the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India. 

31. General meetings .- ( 1 ) A general meeting shall be held annually 
(hereinafter referred to as the annual general meeting ) at a place in 
India where there is an office of the Corporation within three months 
from the date on which the annual accounts of the Corporation are 
closed, and any other general meeting may be convened by the Board 
at any other time: 

Provided that the Central Government may extend the time with 
in which any annual general meeting shall be held , by a period not 
exceeding one month . 
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( 2 ) The shareholders present at the annual general meeting shall 
be entitled to discuss the annual accounts, the report of the Board 
on the working of the Corporation throughout the year and the auditor s 
report on the annual balance -sheet and accounts. 

32. Returns.- ( 1 ) The Corporation shall furnish , from time to time, 
to the Central Government and to the Reserve Bank such returns as 
the Central Government or the Reserve Bank may require . 

( 2) The Corporation shall turnish to the Central Government and 
the Iteserve Bank within fifteen days of the conclusion of the annual 
general meeting in respect of any year, a copy of its balance -sheet 
as on the close of that year together with a profit and loss account for 
the year and report of the working of the Corporation during the year, 
and copies of the said balance-sheet, profit and loss account and report 
shall be published in the Official Gazette and shall be laid before each 
House of Parliament. 

CHAPTER VI 


MISCELLANEOUS 
33. Power of Central Government to give directions. In the discharge 
of its functions under this Act, the Corporation shall be guided by such 
directions in matters of policy involving public interest as the Central 
Government may after consulting the Reserve Bank give to it in writ 
ing, and if any question arises whether the direction relates to a matter 
of policy involving public interest, the decision of the Central Govern 
ment thereon shall be final. 
34 . 

Staff of Corporation .- ( 1 ) The Corporation may appoint such 
number of staff as it considers necessary or desirable for the efficient 
performance of its functions and determine the terms and conditions 
of their appointment and service. 

( 2 ) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub- section ( 1 ) , it shall 
be lawful for the Corporation to utilise, and for the Reserve Bank to 
make available the services of, such staff of the Reserve Bank on such 
terms and conditions as may be agreed upon between the Corporation 
and the Reserve Bank . 

35. Corporation to have access to records.- ( 1) The Corporation shall 
have free access to all such records of an eligible institution or any per 
son availing of a loan or advance from such eligible institution perusal 
whereof may appear to the Corporation to be necessary in connection 
with the providing of finance or other assistance to such eligible insti 
tution or the refinancing of the loan or advance made to such person 
by the eligible institution. 

( 2 ) The Corporation may require any eligible institution or person 
referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) furnish to it copies of any of the 
records referred to in that sub -section and the eligible institution or the 
person , as the case may be, shall be bound to comply with such requi 
sition . 

36. Act 18 of 1891 to apply to books of Corporation . The Corporation 
shall be deemed to be a bank for the purposes of the Bankers Books 
Evidence Act , 1891. 

37. Liquidation of Corporation . - No provision of law relating to the 
winding up of companies or corporations shall apply to the Corporation, 
and the Corporation shall not be placed in liquidation save by order 
of the Central Government and in such manner as it may direct. 

38. Indemnity of directors.- ( 1 ) Every director shall be indemnified 
by the Corporation against all losses and expenses incurred by him in , 
or in relation to the discharge of his dut.es, except such as are caused 
by his own wilful act or default. 

(2 ) A director shall not be responsible for any other director or 
for any officer or other employee of the Corporation or for any loss 
or expenses resulting to the Corporation from the insufficiency or 


deficiency of value of, or title to , any property or security acquired 
or taken on behalf of the Corporation or the insolvency or wrongful 
act of any debtor or any person under obligation to the Corporation or 
anything done in good faith in the execution of the duties of his office 
in relation thereto . 

39. Defects in appointment not to invalidate acts, etc.- ( 1 ) No act 
or proceeding of the Board or of any committee of the Corporation 
shall be questioned on the ground merely of the existence of any vacancy 
in , or defect in the constitution of the board or committee or on the 
ground of any director or member of any committee having acted or 
taken part in any proceeding in contravention of section 18. 

( 2 ) No act done by any person acting in good faith as a director 
of the Board or as a member of a committee of the Corporation shall 
be deemed to be invalid merely on the ground that he was disqualified 
to be a director or that there was any other defect in his appointment. 

40. Protection of action taken under the Act. - No suit or other legal 
proceeding shall lie against the Corporation or any director or any 
officer of the Corporation or any other person authorised by the Cor 
poration to discharge any functions under this Act for any loss or 
damage caused or likely to be caused by anything which is in good 
faith done or intended to 

done in pursuance of this Act. 
41. Declaration of fidelity and secrecy.- Every director, auditor, 
officer , or other employee of the Corporation or an employee of the 
Reserve Bank, whose services are utilised by the Corporation under 
sub-section (2 ) of section 34, shall, before entering upon his duties, 
make a declaration of fidelity and secrecy in the form set out in the First 
Schedule to this Act. 

42. Provisions relating to income-tax and super-tax .- Any sum paid 
by the Central Government under the guarantee given in pursuance of 
section 6 or , under any guarantee given in pursuance of sub -section ( 1) 
of section 20 or sub -section ( 2 ) of section 21 shall not be treated as the 
income, profits and gains of the Corporation, and any interest paid by 
the Corporation on debentures or bonds or on foreign currency borrowed 
under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 21 out of such sum shall not be treated 
for the purpose of income-tax or super -tax as expenditure incurred by it : 

Provided that in the case of any shareholder such portion of a 
dividend as has been paid out of any such sum advanced by the Central 
Government shall be deemed to be his income from interest on securities 
declared to be income-tax free within the meaning of clause ( i) of 
section 86 of the Income Tax Act, 1961 (43 of 1961) . 

43. Delegation of powers. - The Board may , by general or special 
order , delegate to any committee of the Board or to the Chairman or 
managing director or any other officer of the Corporation, subject to 
such conditions and limitations, if any , as may be specified in the order , 
such of its powers and duties under this Act as it may deem necessary, 

44. Penalties .- ( 1 ) Whoever in any return, balance -sheet, or other 
document or in any information required or furnished by or under or for 
the purposes of any provision of this Act, wilfully makes a statement 
which is false in any material particular, knowing it to be false , 
wilfully omits to make a material statement, shall be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to three years and shall also 
be liable to fine. 

( 2 ) If any person fails to produce any book , account or other docu 
ment, or to furnish any statement or information which , under the 
provisions of this Act, it is his duty to produce or furnish , he shall 
be punishable with a fine which may extend two thousand rupees 
. in respect of each offence and in the case of a continuing failure, with 

an additional fine which may extend one hundred rupees for every 
day during which the failure continues after conviction for the Arst 
such failure .

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45. Offences by companies.- ( 1 ) Where an offence has been committed 
by a company, every person who, at the time the offence was committed, 
was in charge of, and was responsible io the company for the conduct of 
the business of the company, as well as the company, shall be deemed 
to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and 
punished accordingly ; 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub -section shall render any 
such person liable to any punishment provided in this Act, if he proves 
that the offence was committed without his knowledge or that he exer 
cised all due diligence to prevent the commission of such offence . 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section ( 1) , where 
an offence under this Act has been committed by a company and it 
is proved that the offence has been committed with the consent or con 
nivance of, or is attributable to any neglect on the part of, any director, 
manager , secretary or other officer of the company, such director, 
manager, secretary or other officer shall also be deemed to be guilty 
of that offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished 
accordingly .
